they threatened to clutter up all the 
government buildings in Washington, 
To relieve the situation the d ^ a rt- 
ment of agriculture evolved n plan j 
for selling at public auction all the 
pelts that are not required for scien­ 
tific purposes. 
In four months 1,399 pelts useful for 
manufacture into furs, muffs, or rugs, 
were sold in four sales for $2,552, the 
last sale yielding $1,155,55. 
The skins disposed of Include those 
of the coyote, bobcat, skunk, badger, 
opossum, lynx, gray fox, kit fox, rac­ 
coon, civet cat and ring-tailed cat. 
All of these animals have been killed 
by employees of the biological nur- 
vey In its various campaigns to rid 
different sections of the country of 
animals which are 
hurtful 
to 
live 
stock, cultivated crops or timber. 
As 
each of the official hunters is trained 
carefully in handling and preserving 
the skins of animals, the pelts reach 
the department in excellent shape. 
The bulk of the skins sold has 
been coyote, or prairie wolf, pelts re­ 
sulting from the very 
active 
cam ­ 
paigns of extermination against this 
animal in the cattle-raising districts 
of the West. 
Those in charge of the 
sales report that -the coyote pelt is 
growing in popularity as a fur, and as 
a result the prices offered for these 
skins at the auctions have steadily 
been increasing. 
The department reports that 
the 
needs of museums and o$her scien­ 
tific institutions for specimens have 
largely been satisfied, so that prac­ 
tically all skins received at the de- 
oartment are now put on sale

of the bed with both hands behind his 
hjUnk. bending forward at an angle of 
about (10 degrees, the chest thrown for­ 
ward and 
head back, thus suqb 
Jecting the muscles of the affected 
area to strong tension. This he repeat­ 
ed some half doxen times, each lasting 
about 40 or 50 seconds. Result A Im­ 
mediate cessation of all pains In the 
chest, the sense of constriction com­ 
pletely vanishing.” 
This was re p eated about every two 
hours for several weeks and “on no 
occasion.” says Doctor Constable, “did 
the stretching fall to give Immediate 
relief.” 
The New York Medical Journal sug­

dietetic and hay fever 
asthmatics try these or similar stretch­ 
ing exercises for relief from their par­ 
oxysms.
